Saturday morniuK Paris Hamilton, 
aged 19, of near Brooksville, who shut 
and killed Marshal John Schowalter 
several months ago, in a drunken 
brawl near the courthouse in Brooks- 
ville, was surrendered to Sheriff Bro- 
thers, of Bracken county. 

As soon as he was tWMd into th- 
hands of the officials b> his father, 
Hamilton was rushed to thia city in 
an antomoMIe and he Is now eoaflned 
in the county jail under heavy Ruarc!. 

Hamilton is but a strip of a boy and 
tells the story that this Is the first tim? 
he has ever been la trouble. He says 
thbt he will be cleared la the coming 
trial, which wUl be heM la Brooksville 
in tm days. 

Hamilton shot and killed Marshal 
John Schowalter at the dedication of 
the Bracken county courthouse at 
Brooksville several months ago. At 
that time it was said that Hamilton 
was drinking and endeavoring to 
shoot «p the town. He was aaked to 
stop by Schowalter, but instead of 
stopping he shot the marshal through 
the heart killing him Instantly. He 
then drove out of Brooksville 
wss not seen for several m oat h s, It 
I being supposed that he was hiding in 
the hills near his home. 

He will be kept in the eoaaty Jail In 
this city until the day of his trial, 
when he will be taken to Brooksville 
to face the charge of mnrder la the 
flrst degree.

TO MAKE SMOOTH ROAD BEDS 



Put Soil on in Layers, Not in Pit 
Best Too for Road Improve- 
ment ia Splitlog Drag. 



The making of a amooth roadbed 

requires that when the soil is pnt on, 

It be laid in layer, and not in piles. 
When dumped in pile' some places 
will be more pack'-d iliuii others and 
there will likely be a difference in the 
density, while if laid on in layers this 
will be avoided. ISach layer ahould be 
harrowed, or better yet. disked and 
packed before the next on* is laid 
dow. n. 

'n this way a good niadbta is se- 
cured from the firat, while if the soil 
is Just damped on the road to be 
levied and packed by the traflle over 
the road a good roadbed wfll never be 
secured. 

The best tool for keeinng the road 
well crowned and the surface smooth 
Is the splitlog drag. This tool ahould 
be used aeon after a rain. The soQ 
is then looae and easily moved- The 
drag moves bat amall amounts of soil 
and smears it on the roadbed in thin 
layers, which is just what ia wanted. 
It cuts cfT any projecttaos and fills 
any low places.

Wide tires build up roads and ssve 

labor, according to the depart- 
ment of agricultural engineering at the 
rniversity of Nebraska. They have 
the same effect upon a country road 
as a rnllt-r on a plowed field. On the 
Other band, the narrow tire cuts up 
a road like a disk. 

It has been found by actual test In 
this department tliat the wide4fred 
wagon pulls easier in nearly all cases 
than the narrow-tired wagon. In deep 
mud on a country road the widotired 
wagon pulls €.2 per cent easier. 

Ob a country road with a thin sur- 
face of mud or deep dust, however, 
the narrow tires pull 4 J per cent eas- 
ier In a corn field the wide tires pull 
i 30.5 per cent easier, in a dry alfalfa 
i field 17.7 p«'r cent easier, and on a dry 
i country road 10.2 per cent easier.
